then retired to rest, thus sleeping one 
night at the North Pole. 


Hoirtlng of Old Glory 


"The Arctic sun was shining when 1 


awoke and found the commander al- 
ready up. :There 
was -only 
wind 


enough to blow out the small flags. 
The ensigns were hoisted toward noon 
from tent poles and lied with fish 
lines. 


"We had figured out the distance 


pretty closely and did not go beyond 
the Pole. 
The flags were up about 


midday April 7 and were not moved 
until late that evening. The haze had 
cleared away early, hut we wanted 
some hours to 
take 
observations. 


We made three close together. 


"When we first raised the American 


flag its position was behind the ig 
loos, which, according to our initia 
observations, was the position of the 
Pole, but on taking subsequent ob- 
servations the flag was moved am 
placed 350 yards west of the 
Jirsi 


position, the difference tn the obser- 
vations being due perhaps to the mov- 
ing ice. 
..."When the flag was placed Com- 
mander Peary exclaimed in English: 
" 'We will plant the Stars and Stripes 
at the North Pole..1 


"In the native; language' I proposed 


three cheers, which were gtyeii In the 
Eskimos' own tongue. Commander 
Peary shook hands all around and we 
had a more liberal dinner than.usual, 
each man eating as 
much 
as 
he 


pleased. 
The Eskimos danced about 


and showed great pleasure tbat the 
Pole at last was reached. For years 
the Eskimos had been trying to reach 
that spot." 


Henson, who reached the "farthest 


north" with Peary three years, ago, 
said that conditions were about the 
same at the Pole as elsewhere in the 
Arctic circle. All was a solid sea of 
Ice,; with a two-foot lead 
of 
open 


water two miles from the Pole. 


Side by Side With Peary 


Continuing his story Henson said: 


"The report is absolutely untrue that 
I did not go to the Pole, t went the 
whole distance, side by' side with the 
commander and just as far as he did." 


Henson added that he knew that 


some on board did not wish him to get 
to the Pole If they could prevent it, 
but he knew that before he started. 
He also said that he saw Peary write 
the records which were left in'the ice. 
All the Eskimos who were with them, 
except one, understood English, and 
one of them could count a hundred. 


"At the Pole," continued Henson, 


"we could see no ojien lead, and we 
went no distance;beyond the flags. 
The ice near the Igloos was at least 
tea teet high and the flags were placed 
on the hummocks twenty feet high. 
The Ice on the Pole is about the same 
as on the Journey up, all rafted in 
between with small floes. Nearly all 
the winds wo had % were from 
northeast.

Speaking of the Eskimos, Henson 


said they could draw as good a chart 
of that country as any person. 
They 


do not know the length of a mile, but 
can estimate distance very exactly. 
To one who knows the language they 
will tell dates within a few days. The 
Eskimo women can reckon Just how 
many days the men are out. The 
men cannot take observations, but 
they know what they are taken for. 


In conclusion Henson said he cer- 


tainly would go to the South Pole to- 
morrow if he had a chance, for he 
was interested in exploring and It 
would be bard to discontinue.

It Is only through the camera that the motions of the wings 
or flying birds anil of the legs of swift running animals have been 
analyzed. 
To the'.-camera the fuzzy drivers'of the swiftly speed- 


ing, locomotives stand out clear cut and stationary, while each flying 
drop of rain In the driven storm, is ;distinct and seems frozen in its 
place.

FLAGS! 1HE POLE 


Battle Harbor, Labrador, Sept :ID.—, 


(via. Wireless Telegraphy 
to

Newfoundland).—Commander 


Kobert B. Peary, who is still at Bat- 
tle Harbor .on board the steamship' 
Koosevelt. conversed 
further 
today, 


with the representative of the Asso-j 
dated Press regarding Ills journey to j 
tlie North Pole. He spoke particular-! 
ly of the flags he raised at the pole, | 
the records he left 
there, 
and 
lie 


touched again on some of the asser-1 
lions credited to Dr. Frederick 
A.! 


Cook. 
| 


Commander Peary said that when ' 


he reached the pole the first flag to 
be thrown to the breeze was a silken 
American emblem, presented to him i 
by his wife fifteen years ago. He had 
carried this flag on every one of his 
epeditions to the 
north, leaving a 


piece of it at the highest point he at- 
tained. The last remnants were rais- 
ed and left at the pole. 


The explorer then raised the navy 


ensign, tie flag of the navy league, 
then the flag of 
the 
Delta 
Kappa 


Epsilon college fraternity, and finally 
the .flag of peace. Tent 
poles 
and 


snow lances were used as fiagstaffs. 
and when all had 
been 
raised 
the1 


commander took a number of photo- 
graphs of the grup. 


After this ceremony Peary enclos- 


ed records of his trip and other doc- 
uments and personal papers in a box, 
and buried it In the ice. The docu- 
ments were placed in watertight cov- 
erings and the box itself was water- 
tight, so that it would, float if die 
shifting or melting of ice brought it j 
to water. Commander Peary has not 
yet developed the films he took at 
the nole. 


Referring to the weather conditions 


at the apex of the world, Commander 
Peary said lie found nothing like the 
revolving wind referred to by Antarc-1 
tic explorers. He said weather con- 
ditions varied from time to Lime, al- j 
though there were probably consider- 
able uniformity. He would not say 
whether or not lie found currents at 
the pole. 


Commander Peary received a cable- 


gram today asking him to make a! 
statement regarding a report from & 
Danish source that he had posted a ' 
notice on the Greenland coast to the 
'effect that Dr. Cook was dead, malt- 
Ing this notice a pretext for the ap- 
propriation of Dr. Cook's supplies. | 


The explorer said to the Associated 


Press representative that he knew no-1 


thing of this; that it was evidently 
a newspaper publication. He expects 
to be'quoted erroneously in the press 
us making a variety of statements.' • 


Commander Peary lias said already 


nil he intends to say regarding Dr. 
Cook. 
His statement 
dictated, to 


the'Associated Press covers this sub- 
ject fully for the present. 


Peary did not witness the beginning 


or the- end of the solar- eclipse; the

clouds. He said that he had exper- 
ienced no earthquake in the polar re- 
gion, explaining at the same time that 
it would be dlfiicult'tp recognize such 
occurrances, because of the movement 
of the ice and the continual grinding 
noise resulting therefrom.

Fall River, Sept. 16.—The strike ol 


1000 
weavers at the Fall River iron 


works cotten mills, owned by if. C. 
D. Bordeu, and the shutting down, .o: 
tho entire plant, employing 5000 op- 
erators, ended yesterday with unan- 
imous acceptance, by the weavers 01 
the compromise offer of the 5 percent 
wage increase. 


This action was tne outcome of a 


conference held 
Tuesday 
afternoon 


between Supt. Hathaway, M. C. D. 
Borden's local representative, and a 
committee- consisting of Sec. White- 
head of the weavers' union and two 
delegates from each of the seven mills 
of 
the 
company, 
representing the 


strikers. 


At that time Supt. Hathaway sub- 


mitted a proposition to grant he 
weavers a permanent advance of 6 
percent. The committee accepted this 
conditional on its receiving the ap- 
.proval of strikers Wednesday, when 
'it was ratified without.a 
dissenting 


voice. This advance does not affect 
the operatives in the other depart- 
ments of the mills. 


The mills are reopened 
this 
af- 


ter being closed down since Monday 
for the first time in 23 years. 


The difficulties in the iorn works 


plant have pending for some mon.ths 
The mills were outside 
the 
sliding 


scale agreement which obtain in the 
others of the city, but it was felt for 
somo time that an agreement might 
be reached.
